The  Twu-rvwed  llarley  <jncatlom.  tha  Uerd 
lasw,  lios  Tax,  Ac. 

A  iiieiciing'  of  the  members  of  Xieunox 
Farmers’  Institiito  took  place  on  Sat¬ 
urday  afternoon  last  in  the  town  cxiun- 
cil  chamber,  tbc  proeidont,  Mr.  Hadgiiie, 
in  the  choir. 

'Tho  amount  on  hand  is  $:|h.0o,  aiitl 
fdioril y  to  be  roooivod  from  the  ijoiinty. 

llie  reports  of  the  dclugoAos  to  Toronto 
wore  rtreived.  w 

Mr.  Bqi;arl,  ouu  of  iliu  daki^ttis,  ueld 
there  werk  now  7£  instituieH,  »oa  it  woe  ft 
pleasing  sign  of  Uio  times  tlifti  farmers 
wore  tarJiig  an  intorest  in  pabliu  moAters, 
and  looking  after  their  own  iuteruets. 
TTioro  wttH  a  total  meiubership  of  h.uOO  in 
these  institutes,  and  over  lOd  deletfAtes 
wore  in  attendanoo  at  the  coutrftl  niwiiog. 

Prof.  Shaw  read  u  ptti*er  ou  a  “Univiirsal 
Herd  Law,  "  which  proixMod  to  ask  for  leg¬ 
islation  making  it  imiieratlve  ou  all  owners 
to  look  after  aiul  bo  rospousiblo  for  tliOir 
stock.  The  great  ox^HUise  now  eutailetf  u|ion 
the  farmer  of  ksopiug  up  so  niauy  fences 
would  iheu  be  awoid^- 

A  paper  was  reatl  by  Mr.  Jas.  Deigbtoii 
on  the  "Miller’s  rate  of  Lxchanuo,  ”  wliich 
dealt  with  this  gnovanoe,  and  snowed  that 
the  legal  rats  was  far  exceeded.  The  mill¬ 
ers  wore  at  the  nicotiug  also,  and  cbsiniud 
that  the  duties  on  wheat  and  Hour  not 
being  e<|ual  v/as  an  injury  to  their  buduess. 
The  siieaker  said  ho  bod  sent  a  grist  to 
Dcseroiito  and  only  got  very  i»oor  returns. 

The  resolution  which  carried  at  the 
nicetiug  did  not  express  much  sympathy 
for  tho  miller,  as  it  declared  in  favor  of 
free  trade. 

Mr.  Morden  road  a  t)a|>er  ou  "Market 
Foes,”  in  which  ho  said  unless  proi>er 
shelter  be  afforded  no  charge  can  be  mode 
lawfully.  The  legislature  was  to  bo  peti¬ 
tioned  to  make  all  farm  produce  and  Mr- 
den  stuff  fro 3.  The  sp^ker  complained  of 
tho  want  of  shelter  here  in  Napanw,  and 
tiioufiht  the  lower  part  of  the  hall  might  bo 
tiited  up  for  farmers’  use. 

Prof.  Robertson  gave  an  address  on  Win¬ 
ter  Dairying,  which  he  had  also  delivered 
liore,  so  he  was  not  required  to  notice  it. 

Mr.  Martin  read  a  i>apcr  on  sending  store 
cattle  to  Ireland,  wh.ch  was  ttu^ht  unin¬ 
teresting  to  ftirmers  here,  who  did  not  care 
where  the  cattle  went  after  lliey  had  sold 
tliem.  The  siieakcr  said  there  was  some 
diBcusslon  as  to  making  a  dog  tax  compul¬ 
sory,  hut  a  motion  to  that  effect  was  lost. 
He  would  now  lot  the  other  delegate  report. 

Mr.  Neville  said  the  meeting  oiiened  at 
two  o’clock.  N.  Awrey,  M.  P.  P.,  in  the 
chair.  Report  of  the  Executive  committee 
was  read  bv  tho  Secretary.  The  rules  of 
order  iflffd  proceedure  were  then  read  clause 
by  clause  and  after  some  discussion  were 
adopted,  with  the  exception  of  clause  |i, 

Alderman  Franklaiul  was  introdued  by 
the  chairman.  His  address  was  very  Hat 
tering  to  the  farming  community,  ho  wel¬ 
comed  us  to  Toronts  in  the  nanie  of  the 
Mayor  and  city  fathers,  he  said  it  was  too 
bad  that  tho  city  of  Toronto  did  not  pro 
vide  a  suitable  building  in  which  the  Agrr 
culturahsts  ol  the  Province  could  hold 
their  meetings,  he  tliought  that  loronto 
could  not  get  along  without  (iio  farmers 
ard  tlie  farmors  could  not  Ijnd  a  place  so 
central  and  easy  of  aocoss,  hut  ho  would 
not  be  surprisod  if  they  withdrew  thoir 
meetings  from  here,  to  some  place  where 
thiirc  was  better  accommodaiion. 

The  President.  Mr.  Awrey.  then  ,lehvor 
cd  tho  annual  address  to  the  members 
ill-  said  that  throe  years  ago  they  had  met 
together  to  try  an  e,xiK!rllMent,  'I  hey  ha, I 
f,>rme<i  a  Central  Farmers’  InstitnUi,  where 
qucHtiunu  of  general  intorest  to  the  farnjiiig 
cninmuniiy  itonld  lai  di»»cnKfaoil  and  in 
which  farmers  might  Iaj  jiivitod  to  deeiqe 
upon  any  oiicstioii  aliocting  Rieir  mterett

Al  the  coocluiion  of  the  reports,  there  j 
was  a  free  discussion  on  subjeots  of  ixiter-l|g| 
est  to  farmers.  The  two-rowed  barley Uj^ 
question  was  much  voiitilatod.  S 

Mr.  Bogart  said  ha  offered  to  soud  forVf 
the  ^rley  seed  for  anyone  wanting  it,  buk  i|||0 
he  did  not  Tscomnioud  it,  as  he  did  noiT  ; 
know  mooh  of  it  himself  but  friends  of  bislg^ 
near  Whitby  said  they  would  rather  givwi45o 
it  than  six-rowed  barley,  and  take  flvo^ 
cents  jier  bushel  less  for  it.  Ho  did  imt  tb, 
advise  people  to  bay  tho  sued  barley  they  ;r,r( 
simply  did  as  they  pleased.  Ho  would  nut  jj§j 
be  resorasible  for  the  yield  nor  for  the  euc- » 
cess  of  it. 

Mr.  Neville  believed  Mr  Bogart  was 
siooere.  However  it  was  two- rowed  barley 
suitable  to  the  Kiiglish  market  that  was 
wonted.  It  was  easy  enough  to  get  a  two- 
rowed  barley  that  wouhl  weigh  fw  Ibi.  to 
the  bushel.  He  believed  that  the  six-rowed 
barley  would  pav  amin  yet.  even  for  ex- 
(Kirtation  to  Eoglaitd.  where  a  large  i*ortioD 
of  our  crop  wrae  sent  this  eoasoii. 

Mr.  Dnobar  said  he  bad  a  little  exi>ori- 
uooo  with  the  two-rowed  barley.  Hu  tried’ 
it  on  cxoexdionally  good  garden  ground 
and  the  returns  were  (loor.  Jle  was  nut  in 
favor  of  it.  llie  barley  was  dark.  Ho  be¬ 
lieved  if  farmers  grew  it  that  it  would 
gradually  siioil  our  six-niwed  crop  by  mak¬ 
ing  a  mongrel  of  it,  and  iben  it  would  Iw 
unsaleable.  Ho  djd  not  Hnd  so  much  fault 
with  the  yield.  Still  he  did  not  want  to 
sow  it  again. 

One  member  present  explained  why  we  | 
could  not  grow  barley  for  ilie  English 
market  to  be  mode  into  malt.  In  the 
States  the  bushel  is  computed  by  pounds, 
and  if  the  barley  is  light  in  weight  the 
maltster  gets  more  of  it.  But  in  England' 
the  barley  duty  for  malting  is  paid  on  the 
bushel  measure,  and  English  barley  weighs 
rn;  lbs.  But  if  maltsters  used  Canadian 
barley  weighing  W  lbs.  only,  he  would  have 
to  nay  as  much  duty  on  that  44  lbs.  as  he 
did  on  .'ili  lbs.  of  English  grown  grain.  This 
was  one  reason  why  we  could  not  satis- 
foctorily  grow  barley  for  tha  English 
market.  Our  season  w’as  so  short  that  our 
barley  would  be  more  likely  to  weigh  iG  lbs. 
than  'Al  lbs. 

The  pro|)osed  Herd  Law  was  then  dis¬ 
cussed,  one  member  saying  that  cattle 
were  not  allowed  to  run  in  his  township,  ^ 
and  he  could  leave  his  gate  open  without  L 
fear.  He  was  quite  in  favor  of  herd  law. 
The  practice  as  now  was  simply  aboinin.  ■  ©u 
able  and  tit  only  for  the  medieval  ages. 

The  majority  of  the  members  present 
seemed  to  be  in  favor  of  a  heed  law  which 
would  compel  every  owner  to  look  after 
and  be  responsible  for  his  stock,  and  see 
that  they  did  no  mischief  to  his  neighbor’s 
crops. 

The  delegates  cx))ensos.  about  510  each, 
were  ordered  to  be  paid. 

Tho  list  of  members  was  then  read  over, 
and  i‘i‘J  was  foii^  to  bo  the  total,  which  is 
ex^iected  to  inoroasc. 

desultorv  discussion  UkK  place  on  the 
best  course  for  farmcn  to  purHiie  in  tho 
future.  Mr.  Duulier  and  others  thought 
more  stook.  more  dairying,  and  less  iilmigli 
p,l  land,  would  be  a  gootl  thing  for  tho 
must  of  onr  farmers.  There  are  many 
Helds  that  could  not  iHjHsihly  be  made  to 
pay  by  ploughing  and  should  be  soodcil 
down.  By  raising  more  stock,  and  letlinj.' 
their  protlucl  walk  to  market,  they  wouhl 
nut  be  in  tho  humiliating  |iositiun  of  hav¬ 
ing  to  h«g  bqyeia  to  take  their  uralu.
